F ifty of th e m iners w ere rescued alive.

At 3 o’clock in th e m orn in g .w hen the 
shocking accident occurred, th ere w ere 
fifty m en a t work n ear th e steam pipe 
in th e rail m ill. 
T his pipe w as one of 
th e large m ain 
feeders, 
ex ten d in g 
th ro u g h th e en tire plant, and in th e 
rail m ill it passed th ro u g h about th e 
m iddle of th e d ep artm en t. 
T he pipe feeders ru n n in g th ro u g h 
th e en tire p lan t exploded in th e m iddle 
of th e larg e inclosure w here seventy- 
five m en w ere a t w ork. 
T he rep o rt 
w as deafen in g and gave th e em ployes 
th e first in tim atio n of danger. 
M any 
w ere slig h tly in ju red and w ere able to 
run from th e shop. 
Escaping steam 
filled th e room s, and th e cries of th e 
in ju re d and th e absence of m any of 
t heir com rades w arned those w-ho had 
gained safety th a t th e explosion h ad 
been follow ed bv serious and probably 
fatal results. 
Q uickly reg ain in g th eir courage th e 
u n in ju red em ployes began th e w ork of 
rescuing and earin g for th e ir in ju red 
fellow laborers. 
T he steam w as sh u t 
off and as th e clouds cleared aw ay th e 
e x te n t of th e explosion becom e a p p a r­ 
e n t. 
E ig h ty m en w ere ly in g uncon­ 
scious am ong the m achinery arid o th ers 
w ere picking them selves up, having 
escaped e v ery th in g except th e stu n n in g 
-effects of th e explosion. 
M iller and Sparrow w ere dead w hen 
rescuers reached them .

land. 
But an Israelite who had been 
carried into the same captivity was a t­ 
tracted by the case of the orphan. 
He 
educated her in his holy religion, and 
under the roof of that good man this 
adopted child began to develop a sweet­ 
ness and excellency of character if ever 
equalled, certainly never surpassed. 
Beautiful 
Hadassah! 
Could 
that 
adopted father ever spare her from his 
household? 
Her artlessness; her girl­ 
ish sports; her innocence; her orphan­ 
age. had wound themselves thoroughly 
around his heart, just as around each 
parent’s heart among us there are ten­ 
drils climbing, and fastening and blos­ 
soming, and 
growing 
stronger.

expect he was like others who have 
loved ones at home—wondering some­ 
times 
if sickness 
will 
come, 
and 
death, 
and 
bereavement. 
Alas! 
IV orse than anything that the father 
expects happens to his adopted child. 
A ha su ems, a princely scoundrel, de­ 
mands that Hadassah, the fairest one 
in all the kingdom, become his wife. 
IVorse than death was marriage to 
.such a monster of iniquity! 
How great 
the change when this young woman 
left the home where God was wor­ 
shipped and religion honored, to enter 
a palace devoted to pride, idolatry and 
sensuality! “ As a lamb to the slaugh­ 
ter!” 
Ahasuerus knew not that his wife 
was a Jewess. 
At the instigation of

the land should be slain. 
Hadassah 
pleads the cause of her people, break­ 
ing through the rules of the court, and 
presenting herself in the very face of 
eath, crying: 
“If I perish, I perish.” 
Oh, it w as a sad time among that en­ 
slaved people! 
They had all heard the 
decree concerning their death. 
Sor­ 
row, gaunt and ghastly, sat in thou­ 
sands of 
households, and 
mothers 
wildly pressed their infants to their 
breasts as the days of massacre hast­ 
ened on, praying that the same sword 
stroke which slew the mother might 
also slay the child, rosebud and bud 
perishing in the same blast. 
But Hadassah is busy at court.

er story, and although he could not 
•everse his decree for the slaying of 
he Jew s, he sent forth an order that 
hey should arm themselves for de­ 
fuse.

who are toiling under disadvantages 
which are keeping them from being 
what they ought to be, I have a mess­ 
age from God. 
You each of you labor 
under difficulties. 
There is something 
in your temperament; in your worldly 
circumstances; in your calling, that 
acts powerfully against you. 
Admit 
ting all this, I introduce to you Hadas­ 
sah of the 
text, 
a 
noble Chris­ 
tian, 
notwithstanding 
the 
most 
gigantic difficulties. 
Sh® whom you 
might have expected to bi* one of the 
worst of women, is one of the best. 
In the first place, our s ’'jcct is an 
illustration of what d irk ’fian charac­ 
ter may be under orphanage. 
This 
bible line tells a long story about Had­ 
assah. 
‘‘She had neither father or 
mother.” 
A nobleman fiad become her 
guardian, but there is no one who can 
take the place of a parent. 
Who so 
able at night to hear a child’s prayer; 
or at tw ilight to chide youthful wan­ 
derings; or to soothe youthful sorrows? 
An individual will go through life bear- 
'»£ tho, marks of orphanage. It will re- 


)espe ration 
leroes, and 


quire more strength, more persistency 
more grace, to make such an one the 
right kind of a Christian. 
He who at 
40 years loves a parent must reel under 
the blow. 
Even down to old age men 
are accustomed to rely upon the coun­ 
sel, or be powerfully influenced by the 
advice of parents, if they are still 
alive. 
But how much greater the be­ 
reavement when it comes in early life, 
before the character is self-reliant, and 
when naturally the heart is unsophisti- 
( cated and easily tempted. 
And yet behold what a nobility of 
disposition Hadassah exhibited! Though 
father and mother were gone, grace 
had triumphed over all disadvantages. 
I Her willingness to self-sacrifice; her 
control over the king: her humility; 
i her faithful worship of God, shows her 
| to have been one of the best of the 
world’s Christians.

Family Skeletons Listed In the Baptist 
Convention—Ret. Mr. White Says 
Chicago Deserved 
the 
Railroad 
Riots If Any City Did—Work Of 
Women. 


Dwight L. Moody, the world-famed 
evangelist, will address a j oinfc meet­ 
ing of the Baptist and Presbyterian 
state bodies tomorrow from IO until 
ll o’clock a. rn. Bis subject will be “ the 
Holy Spirit.” 
The meeting will be 
held in the Congregational church and 
the public will be welcome. 
Baptist preachers have been in ses­ 
sion since last evening, and Presbyte­ 
rians open the synodical convention 
to-night. 
Between them they bring 
five hundred people to the city. 
A rattling fire of solid shot baa 
come from the platform of the Baptist 
church all day. 
Not a mc meat wasted. 
Sharp, crisp, pithy ten minute talks 
have occupied the entire day, and each 
speaker has seemed determined to 
crowd the thought of a full two hour 
sermon into his brief space. 
“ Unwise Methods of Securing a 
Congregation” appeared to Rev. L. A. 
Clevenger of Oshkosh, to be summed 
up in one word- -Sensationalism. The 
nonsensical forms of this were illus- 
tr ted by some specimen sermon topic a 
such as are often seen. 
They wete 
defined as tricks of the ministry to in­ 
duce people to attend when nothing 
special was to be said. 
Rev. C. 
8. 
Henderson, D. D., of 
Chicago University dealt with “ So­ 
ciology—The Extension of Christian 
Et'xics Into Social Relations,” 
He 
pointed out that only by a study of 
race conditions could tho Christian 
ministry be made most effective. 
He 
had no patience with the man who 
said such a s udy could not be carried 
on in a country town. 
“ Tne country 
village” said he “ lies right under the 
center of God’s heaven and embraces 
all kinds of life.” 
He wanted the in­ 
fluence that lay behind the movements 
cf the country’studied. He wanted It re­ 
membered that the men who go down 
to Washington merely record the will 
of the people. 
“ I would far rather be the man 
who is shaping this influence in the 
home, in the church, in the 
school, 
than to be the man who goes to con­ 
gress clothed in a little brief authority 
and after a few brief years retires on 
what he has stolen.” [Hearty ap­ 
plause] 
How F am ilies Are W recked. 
Family skeletons were dragged out 
into the light by Rev. C. N. Patterson, 
of Whitewater. 
Mr. Patterson spoke 
on “ Right and Wrong in Domestic 
Relations—Perils of the Family.” Min­ 
isters, he said, were brought into con­ 
tact with the family more than any 
other class, and they spoke from a 
point of vantage, on family affairs 
Tne recks most dangerous to families 
were four in number: Infidelity, most 
often on the part of husband. 
Con­ 
cealment of little affairs from one 
member of the family by the other. 
Aversion of many women to the re­ 
sponsibilities of motherhood. The dis­ 
obedience of children.

TO TAKE MORPHINE 


SUICIDE PROMPTED BY UNFOR 
TUNA TE GRAIN DEALS. 


Mrs. Pinkham Hastens to Chicago On 
Receiving the Sad News—Burial 
Not In Janesville But In Ripon 
This 
Afternoon—Details Of the 
Tragedy. 


A. k. Shaw’s death was that of sui­ 
cide. 
This fact in connection with 
the venerable Board of Trade opera­ 
tor’s demise was brought out last 
night. 
Mrs. Jessie Pinkham of this 
city, went to Chicago at once on hear 
ing of her father’s deed, but the re­ 
mains were not brought here for 
burial as was at first expected.

This letter was found in Mr. Shiw's 
trousers’ packet, several hours after 
bis death by his aor, Harry B. Shaw. 
The first three or four lines of the 
letter had been underscored by the 
writer. 
The announcement of the sudden 
death of Mr. Shaw caused a shock 
and universal surprise among bis 
friends on t'ie Board of Trade yester­ 
day morning.

LADIES DO YOU KNOW 


They Must W ithstand the Hardest Kind 
of Usage. 
The seams of boys’ clothing should be 
neatly and strongly finished at tho ends 
and strong linen thread used in their man 
ufacture. Buttons must especially receive 
plenty of thread, and those that have tc 
bear a strain should be sewed on over a 
pin or a match, which should bo removed 
when the sewing is done. 
The thread 
should then be wound around the strands 
between the button and the cloth until a 
structure is built which is perfectly firm 
Then the thread should tie securely fasten­ 
ed on the under side. 
It is astonishing to 
find how many mothers and even pro­ 
fessional seamstresses do not sew buttons 
on in this way and seem never to have 
heard of it. A strong double lining or stay 
for tho button should be provided, or else 
at the first provocation the boy will de­ 
molish the very cloth itself, and nothing 
will be left upon -which a new button may 
be listablishod.
